2. Claims 18-27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's claims 18-27 are allowable over the references of record because none of 
these references disclose or can be combined to yield the claimed active matrix organic EL 
display device including a pixel that has an organic EL element and a polysilicon TFT for 
controlling the organic EL element which are disposed adjacent to each other, the organic EL 
element has a cathode electrode, the position of which is opposite the side where the polysilicon 
TFT is connected, provided at least in a region excluding a region over the polysilicon TFT, in 
combination with the remaining claimed limitations of claim 18.
